Its heavy w eapons on this giunt cylin­ 
der of destruction, but old Indom itable 
atm belches Its deadly hnll upon th e j 
Huns, and so th e old lady of — w as 
nam ed after this fam ous gun, w rites 
Don M artin in th e New York H erald, j 
I saw her the o th e r day In the recon­ 
structed ruins of h er once com fortable 
house. 
Tw o artillery offlqprs--Ameri­ 
can— have billets with her. 
She tak»-s 
care of their room s, shines their hoots 
and leggings and p u ts on a button now 
and then when 
they know nothing 
about It. 
Then. when she Is not busy at home, 
•he washes dishes for the Salvation 
Army canteen or p erform s more labori­ 
ous service, for all of which she r e ­ 
ceive* ten cents an hour. 
T hat 
is 
enough. 
She doesn't need much. She 
begins her dally routine ut five in th e 
m orning and finishes a t seven In th e 
evening. 
T hen she w alks two m iles 
to a shop to get her allowance of 
bread, and a fte r ten o’clock, when h er 
“boys” are In bed and asleep, she 
throw s herself on a bed of boxes and 
old clothes, with one blanket for cov­ 
ering, and sleeps.

I.n L am e Indom itable is the only In­ 
habitant left In the village. 
It is no 
place for women. 
Children—nil who 
survive the H un carnival o f rage and 
rapine— left long. long ago.

folks dragged a w eary way from the 
humble, aged stone buildings In which 
they and th e ir ancestors had lived for 
m any generations— yes, for hundreds 
of years. 
Soldiers occupied the town.

H er tw o American artillery 
officers h urry to th e ir billets w hen th e 
gas d rifts Into th e village. T hey have 
nothing to do there. 
They Just go to 
m ake sure th a t th e ir hostess Is safe.

had a cup of chocolate with her in h e r 
bouse and learned h e r story. 
I do not 
think she ever told tt before. 
Thanked by General. 
“ W hen th e w a r w as Just at th e be­ 
ginning,” she said in French. ‘‘I had 
th ree sons. 
T h ey hurried off to get 
their uniform s 
an d 
rifles. 
T h en 
I 
waited. One d ay our soldiers cam e 
pouring Into th e town. They had been 
driven hack by the Germans. 
M any 
frere Injured. 
I took as m any a s I 
could In my house and made coffee fo r 
them. 
You see my boulle was b e tte r 
before It was struck by shells.

—Plunged from their world el sham 
buttles, trainliig camps and dreads to 
a ma clat rom of fere** realities, the 
American soldier:! tire proving they are 
(nude of the same stuff which carried 
their forefather* through the tenty of 
the trying periods of Aine ii can his­ 
tory, write* Don Martin in the New 
York Herald. 
I hive shin them In action. I have 
seen th-rn under shell fire which lit­ 
erally sprayed ilium with flying earth 
and shrapnel, and their relatives and 
friend# b a it In New York, California, 
Maine, Florida, Montana or wherever 
you please, may toke the word of an 
eyewituoho that they have already 
token their place# among the most 
valorous and sturdy fighters of this gi­ 
gantic world war. 
Very recently I visit«ti them in a lit­ 
tle village as d o te to the enemy lines 
as units Van be punt tend. I had gone 
to see the artillerymen at their task

Shells Breck 1,:00 Yard* Away.
